In 
many places, however. the 
registrar fafled to use the 
authorized formula. and in 
a number of stations regis- 
trars gave parents no intima- 
tion at all of their right to 
a choice of trend. 

Though the Ministry sup- 
plied a standard informa- 
tion poster to local authori- 
ties, In Hebrew and other 
languages, in a considerable 
number of places it was 
not displayed on registration 
days or was covered over by 
other nosters. 


Unsuitable Persons 

The Ministry dia not under- 
take to examine personally every 
recistrar appointed by the local 
authority, as recommended byw 
the State Controller but had 
stipulated that a registrar had to 
be “a suitable person, fluent 
in Hebrew“ Wevertheless, re- 
.istrars im many places were 
found te be unsuitable, either 
because they. were insufficiently 
versed In Hebrew. or unable to 
fill out forms with the precision 
and speed required 

As last wear. some revcistrars 
were appointed wh, should have 
been barred because of the na- 
ture of their recular occupation, 
such as villace instructor, labour 
exchange official or local rabbit.
